Meetings. 

Meetings  shall  be  stated  and  special.  The  stated  meetings  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  with  the  exception  of  the 
months  of  July.  August  and  September,  at  half  past  six  o'clock  p.  m. 
But  the  houi'  may  be  changed  for  any  particular  meeting  by  resolution 
of  the  Commander?.'.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting 
other  than  that  designated  in  the  call. 

On  completion  of  the  order  of  business  of  any  meeting  the  Commander 
"may  declare  it  an  "open  session,"  whereupon  any  persons  invited  under 
the  rules  to  be  present  may  enter. 

No  person  not  a  companion  of  the  order  shall  be  present  at  any  meet- 
ing unless  an  "open  session"  shall  have  been  declared. 

Only  persons  eligible  for  membership  in  the  order,  representatives  of 
the  press,  and  those  engaged  in  the  entertainment  of  the  Commandery, 
or  in  the  table  ser^-ice.  may  be  admitted  to  any  "open  session."  except 
that  as  to  the  annual  banquet  and  the  exercises  on  Washington's  birthday 
or  other  special  occasions,  the  committee  in  charge  ma.y  authorize  a  more 
general  invitation,  to  be  limited,  however,  in  their  discretion,  or  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commanden,-. 

Any  companion  desiring  an  invitation  to  any  "open  session"  for  any 
member,  or  for  any  one  eligible  for  membership,  shall  so  notify  the  Re- 
corder, who,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commander,  may  make  the  invita- 
tion official,  and  the  person  so  invited  shall  be  the  guest  of  the  Com- 
mander^"-  for  the  session. 

Members. 

Resident  members  shall  be  those  who  live  in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
and  Ft.  Snelling.  All  others  within  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  considered 
non-resident  members. 

Election  of  Members. 

1.  All  applications  for  membership  shall  be  made  on  the  forms  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  and  forwarded  to  the  Recorder,  or  presented  at  a 
stated  meeting  of  the  Commanderj-.  But  no  application  shall  be  acted  on 
within  fifteen  days  of  its  receipt. 

2.  All  nominations  for  membership  of  the  third  class  shall  be  referred 
to  the  board  of  officers,  and  no  such  nomination  shall  be  considered  hy  the 
Commandery  unless  reported  back  with  the  imanimous  favorable  recom- 
mendation of  the  board  of  officers. 

3.  It  is  the  duty  of  any  companion  having  objection  to  an  applicant, 
either  to  communicate  the  nature  of  his  objection  to  the  committee  of 
Investigation  or  to  communicate  the  fact  that,  for  reasons  which  he  does 
not  choose  to  state,  he  shall  be  constrained  to  vote  against  the  application. 
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4.  Should  anv  companion  object  to  an  applicant  for  membership  on 
account  of  personal  r)rejudice  or  to  gi'atify  personal  spite,  or  should  any 
companion  vote  against  an  appUcation  favorably  reported  upon  by  a  com- 
mittee of  investigation,  after  having  failed  to  state  to  the  committee  his 
objections  or  his  intention  to  vote  against  the  applicant,  it  shall  be  deemed 
that  he  has  violated  his  obligations  and  made  himself  liable  to  just  con- 
demnation on  account  of  such  action. 

5.  Private  communications  by  any  companion  to  any  member  of  a 
committee  of  investigation  touching  the  worthiness  or  eligibiUty  of  any 
applicant  whose  application  for  membership  is  referred  to  such  committee, 
or  any  private  or  personal  knowledge  thereof  communicated  by  any  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  shall  in  all  instances  be  obser^'ed  by  them  as  strict- 
ly confidential  as  to  the  source  thereof.  Such  communications,- when 
written,  shall  be  returned  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  to  the  writer 
thereof  immediately  after  the  final  action  of  the  Commanderj'. 

6.  Any  disclosure  made  of  the  author  of  such  communication,  or  infor- 
mation given  that  may  lead  to  such  disclosure,  shall  be  deemed  "conduct 
unbecoming  a  gentieman  and  inconsistent  with  that  of  a  man  of  honor," 
and  subject  the  offender  to  impeachment  and  expulsion. 


Dues, 

1.  The  admission  fee  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ($25).  which  shall 
include  the  cost  of  the  Insignia  and  Diploma. 

2.  The  annual  dues  of  resident  members  shall  be  ten  dollars  (10);  of 
non-resident  members  five  dollars  (5) ;  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day 
of  January  in  each  year. 

S.  Members  elected  at  or  before  the  stated  meeting  in  May  shall  pay 
full  annual  dues;  elected  after  the  meeting  in  May  shaU  pay  one-half  of 
annual  dues,  for  the  year  of  election;  such  dues  being  payable  in  advance, 

4.  Resident  members  who,  by  reason  of  removal,  become  non-resident, 
may  have  the  proper  transfer  made  on  the  roster  by  notifying  the  Record- 
er; and  if  the  transfer  is  made  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  their 
payment  of  resident  dues  for  the  yeai-  of  transfer  shall  entitle  them  to 
credit  for  full  pajTnent  of  non-resident  dues  for  that  year  and  for  the 
year  next  ensuing. 

5.  Non-resident  members  transferred  to  the  roster  of  resident  members 
shall  pay  dues  for  the  current  year  on  the  same  basis  as  newly-elected 
members,  less  the  amount  paid  for  the  year  as  non-resident  dues. 

6.  Companions  received  by  transfer  from  other  Commanderies  shall 
pay  dues  for  the  current  year  on  the  same  basis  as  newly-elected  members. 

7.  Companions  of  other  Commanderies  temporarily  residing  within  the 
limits  of  resident  membership,  and  not  subject  to  transfer,  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  all  the  privileges  of  this  Commander^-,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months,  upon  the  paj'ment  of  five  dollars. 

8.  AU  applications  for  discharge,  leave  of  absence,  remission  of  dues, 
or  other  action  looking  to  the  release  of  a  companion  from'  his  obligations 
shall  be  referred  to  the  board  of  officers,  and  reported  on  by  them  before 
final  action. 
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The  Kecorder. 

There  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  from  the  general  fund  of  the  Com- 
mandery,  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Recorder's  office. 

Historical  Papers^  etc. 

1.  The  board  of  officers  shall  encourage  the  receipt  of,  and  solicit 
books,  essays,  papers,  addresses,  historical  facts  and  reminiscences  bear- 
ing on  matters  connected  with  the  late  War  of  the  Rebellion,  or  on  other 
subjects  of  special  interest  to  the  order;  and  these  shall,  when  received, 
become  the  property  of  the  Commandery  and  be  preserved  in  its  archives. 
But  no  such  book  or  paper  shall  be  finally  accepted,  printed  or  placed  in 
the  archives  without  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  officers. 

2,  At  the  stated  meeting  in  June  each  year  the  Commander  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  arrange  for  the  literary  exercises  for  the 
ensuing  twelve  months. 

Insignia. 

Articles  XXI  and  XXII  of  the  Constitution  prescribe  the  forms  and 
uses  of  the  Insignia  or  Badge '  of  the  Order.  A  careful  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  those  articles,  and  avoidance  of  uses  not  therein  pre- 
scribed, should  be  accounted  obligatory  upon  all  members  of  the  Order.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  companions  on  learning  of  the  death  of  a  mem- 
ber to  notify  the  Recorder.  If  the  deceased  be  a  resident  m'etnber  the 
•Recorder  shall  at  once  offer  the  family  or  friends  such  assistance  and  par- 
ticipation of  the  Commandery  in  the  funeral  ceremonies  as  may  accord 
with  their  wishes.  The  Commander,  or  in  his  absence  the  Senior  5r 
Junior  Vice  Commander,  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  attend  the  funeral; 
also  pall-bearers  to  represent  the  Commandery,  if  acceptable  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased.  If  the  funeral  ceremonies  should  be  of  a  public  character, 
he  may,  in  his  discretion,  convene  the  Commandery  to  attend  them. 

Amendments. 

No  alteration,  addition  or  amendments  shall  be  made  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  unless  the  same  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  and 
lie  over  for  consideration  to  the  next  stated  meeting  and  receive  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  But  any  rule  may  be 
suspended  by  unanimous  consent  during  any  meeting. 
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
